insure the safety of his family. 


Immediately after the death of 


King Prasutagus, Nero sent his 
officers to seize 
everything 
the 
king had 
left. 
When 
Boadicea 


protested against such unjust pro- 
ceedings, orders were given that 
she was to be publicly whipped. 
Another order followed which de- 
manded that she turn her daugh- 
ters over to the mercy of Nero's 


Boadicea 
determined that she 


would die before she would see 
her children subjected 
to such 


cruelty. 
Mustering the 
Britons 


and asking them to follow her, 
Boadicea started 
forth 
to battle 


against the army of Nero. She be- 
lieved that the yoke of Rome had 
been around her countrymen long 
enough and that not only would 
h<>r rliup 
ihtf>r« bf> aivpfl 
but that 


be released if the Britons struck. 


Inspired by the 
courage 
of 


Boadicea, the small army fought 
bravely. They marched upon, the 
colony" of Camalodunum of Col- 
chester and won a. victory. 
Boadicea saved her 
daughters, 


although finally bueu>nous> taui- 
inus 
hastened from 
the Iste of 


Mona with 
10,000 men 
to aid 


Nero, and defeated the Britons in 
a later battle. 
Shortly afterward Boadicea died 


from poisoning. It is claimed by 
some that the poison was taken 
in an attempt at suicide. 
Others 


wonder if it could be true that a 
woman as brave as Boadicea would 
end her own llff.

innumerable Austrian grand dukes. "You ^aiited liberty, equality 
and fiateinity and you got Napoleon. How much better it would 
have been if you had been contented with the existing order of 
things'" And he would explain his sjstern of ' stabilny." He would 
advocate a retuin to the normalcy of the good o'd days before the 
war, \\IK>U everybody was happy and nobndy fii^d non^nse about 
"eveubody being as good a= everybody else." In this attitude he

of TV ill and a tremendous power of persuasion he was one of 1he 
most daii<_c'ous enemies of the Revolutionary ideas

He had always been convinced that people [reared peace to 


libprlv and he had tried to give them what was best for tu^m. And 
in all f.'uue'-b, it ought to be said that his effoits to establish uiu- 
versal \ eace were fairly successful 
The great powers did not fly at 


each other's throat for almost forty years, indeed not until the 
Crimean war between Ru^ia and England, France and Italy and 
Turkey, m the year 1S54. That means a record for the European 
continent. 


The third heio of this -waltzing congress was the Emperor Alex- 


ander He had been brought up at the coutt cf his g^inclEiothor, the 
famous Catherine the Gieat. Between the le^oas of tlas »LiCwJ old 
woman, who taught him to regard the glory of Ihi^'a as the mo^t 
Important thing in life, and those of his private tutor, a bwiss ad- 
mirer of Voltaire and Rousseau, who filled his mind with a general 
love of humanity, the boy giew up to be a strange mixture of a selfish 
i>iant and a sentimental revolutionist. He had «uffc~cd great indig- 
nities dining the life of his crazy father. Paul I. He had been obliged 
to witness the wholesale slaughter of the Napoleonic battlefields. 
Then the tide had tilrned. His armies had won the day for the Allies. 
Russia had become the savior of Europe and the Tsar of this nighty 
people was acclaimed as a Lal-f god who -would cine the woild of its 
many ills 


But Alexander was not very clever. He did cot know men and 


women as Talleyrand and Metternich knew them. He did not under- 
stand the strange game of diplomacy. He was vam (who would not 
be tinder the circumstances?) and loved to Lear the applause of the 
multitude and soon he had become tLe main 'attraction" ofj;he Con- 
gress while Metternich and Talleyrand and Ca«?il«cagh (the very able 
BHtislr representative) "at aiound a table and drank a bottle of 
Tokay and decided what was actually going to be done. Thev needed 
EujJa ?nd therefore they ^ <>re very pnWe to \i"\ind"r br* T!IP 1»«« he 
had personally to do with tlie actual work of the Congress, the better 
they were pleased.

Alexander was a sociable person who liked to go to parties and

of Thebes an3 Babylon. 


The tremendous emotion of the great revolutionary era had in- 


fluenced the character of the people of that day in a strange way. Men 
pcd women wrho had lived through twenty yeais of anxiety and fea? 
were no longer quite normal. 
They jumped whenever the doorbell 


rang. It might mean the new1? of the ''death on the field of honor" of 
an only son. The phrases about ' 'brotherly love" and "liberty" of the 
Revolution were hollow words in the ears of sorely stricken peasants. 
They clung to anything that might give them a new hold on the terrible 
problems of life. In their grief and misery they were easily imposed 
upon by a large number of imposters who posed as prophets and 
preached a strange new doctrine T\hich they dug out of the more 
obscure passages of the Book of Revelations. 


in the year 1814, Alexander, who had already consulted a large 


number of wonder doctors, heard of a new seeress who was foretelling 
the coming doom of the world and was exhorting people to repent era 
it be too late. The Baroness von Krudener, the lady in question, waa 
a Eu^ian w oman of uncertain age and similar reputation who had 
been the wife of a Bimian diplomat in the day of the Emperor Fan!. 
She had squandered her husband's money and had disgraced him bj; 
La' fall .uge ij\e afLais. She had lived a veiy dissolute life unta jie? 
nerves had given way and for a while she was not in her right mind, 
Then she had been converted by the sight of the sudden death of a 
friend. Thereafter she despised all gaiety. She confessed her former 
sins to her shoemaker, a pious Moravian brother, a follower of the old 
reformer John Huss, who had been burned for his heresies by the 
Council of Constance in the year 1415. 


specialty 01 tne "conversion'' of kings and princes. To convince Alex- 
ander, the Savior of Europe, of the error of his ways was the greatest 
ambition of her life. And as Alexander, in his mi&ery, was willing to 
listen to anybody who brought him a ray of hope, the interview waa 
easily arranged. 
On the evening of the fourth of June of th<> y^ai* 


1815, she was admitted to the tent of the Emperor. She found him 
reading his Bible. We do not know what she said to Alexander, but 
when she left him three hours later, he was bathed in tears, and 
vowed that "at last his soul had found peace."

But France and England and Austria depended upon the good-will 


of Russia. They could not afford to offend Alexander. 
And they 


tolerated the silly old Baroness because they had to. And while they 
regarded the Uoly Alliance as utier rubbish and not worth the paper 
tipon which it was written, they listened patiently to the Tsar when he 
read them the first rough draft of this attempt to create the Brother- 
hood of Men upon a basis of the Holy Scriptures. For this is what the 
Holy Alliance tried to do, and the signers of the document solemnly 
declared that they would ''in the administration of their respective 
slates and in their political relation* with cv^'-y other gnvpvix-nt 
take for their sole guide the precepts of that Holy Religion, namely 
Use precepts of Justice, Christian Charily and Peace, which far from 
hf'ing applicable only to private concerns must have an immediate 
influence on The councils of princes, and must guide all their steps 
as being the only means of consolidating human institutions and rem- 
edy ing their imperfections.'' 
They then proceeded to promise each 


other that they would remain united ''by the bonds of a true and 
indissoluble fraternity, and considering each other as fellow-country- 
men, they would on all occasions and in all places lend each other aid 
and assistance." 
And more words to the same effect. 


E\entually the Holy Alliance was signed by the Emperor of 


Austria, who did not understand a word of it. It was signed by the 
Bourbons who needed the friendship of Napoleon's old enemies.

•n;i> signed by the King of Prussia, who hoped to gain Alexander for 


]);"> plans for a ''greater Prussia,1' and by all the little nations of 
Europe who were at Ihe meJ-'-y of Russia. England never signed, 
1 KVIIUM; Casllereagh thought the whole thing buncombe. The Pope 
did nof sign because he resented this interference in his business by a 
• in-ck-Orthodox and a Protestant. And the Sulian did not sign be- 
cause lie never heard of it. 


The general mass of the European people, however, soon were 


forced to take notice. Behind the hollow phrases of the Holy Alliance 
fciood 1ae armies of the Quintuple Alliance which Metternich had 
crated among the great powers. These armies meant business. They 
let ii be known that the peace of Europe must not be disturbed by 
ihi. so called Liberals, who were in reality nothing but disguised 
•laiobins, and hoped for a return of the revolutionary days.

1M 1 and JSlo had begun to wear off. It had been followed by a 
sincere belief in the coming of a happier day. The soldiers who had 
boi ne the brunt of the battle wanted peace and they said so. 


Jim they did not want the sort of peace which the Holy Alliance

They cried that they had been betrayed. But they were careful lest 
1 hey be heard by a secret-police spy. The reaction was victorious. It 
was a reaction caused by men who sincerely believed that their methods 
were necessary for the good of humanity. But it was just as bard to 
hear as» if their intentions had been less kind. And it caused a great 
flea! of unnecessary suffering and greatly retarded the orderly prog- 
ress of political development.

To undo the damage done by the great Napoleonic Hood was 


almost impossible. 
Age-old fences had been washed away. 
The 


palaces of two score dynasties had been damaged to sin-h an extent 
that they had to be condemned as uninhabitable. Other royal resi- 
dences had been greatlv enlarged at the expense of less fortunate 
neighbors. Strange odds and ends of revolutionary doctrine had been 
left behind by the receding waters and could not be dislodged without 
danger to the entire community. But the political engineers of the 
Congress did the best they could and this is what they accomplished. 


France had disturbed the peace of the world for so many years that 


people had come to fear that country almost instinctively. The Bour- 
bons, through the month of Talleyrand, had promised to be good, but 
the Hundred Days had taught Europe what to expect should Napoleon 
manage to escape for a second time. The Dutch' Republic, therefore, 
ivas changed into a Kingdom, and Belgium (which had not joined the 
Dutch struggle for independence in the sixteenth century and since 
then had been part of the Habsburg domains, first under Spanish 
ruie and tnereatier under Austrian rule) was made part oi this new 
kingdom of the Netherlands. Nobody wanted this union either in the 
Protestant North or in the Catholic South, but no questions were 
asked. It seemed good for the peace of Europe, and that was the 
main eon.-ideraiion. 


Poland had hoped for great things because a Pole, Prince Adam 


Czartoryski, was one of the most intimate friends of Tsar Alexander, 
and had bpcK his constant advisor during the war and at the Congress 
of Vienna. But Poland was made a semi-independent part of Russia 
with Alexander as her king. This solution pleased no one and caused 
..much bitter feeling and three revolutions. 


Denmark, which had remained a faithful ally of Napoleon until 


the end, was severely punished. Seven years before, an English fleet 
had sailed down the Kattegat, and without a declaration of war or 
any warning, had bombarded Copenhagen and bad taken away the 
Danish fleet, lest it be of value to Napoleon. The Congress of Vienna 
went one step further. It took Norway (which since the union of 
Cahnar of tke jear 1:107 had been united with Denmark) away from 
Deumaik and gave it vo Chaile.s XIV of Sweden a& a leward for his 
betrayal of Napoleon, who had set him up in the king business. This 
Swedish king, curiously enough, was a former French general by the 
name of Bernadotie. who had come to Sweden as one of Napoleon's 
adjutants, and had been invited to the throne of that good country 
when the last of the rulers of the house of Hollstein-Gottorp had 
died without leaving either son or daughter. From 1815 until 1844 
he ruled his adopted country (the language of which he never 
learned) with great ability. He was a clever man and enjoyed the 
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not succeed in joining two countries which nature and history had 
put asunder. The dual Scandinavian state was never a success, and 
in 1905, Norway, in a most peaceful and orderly manner, set up as an 
independent kingdom and the Swedes bade her "'good speed" and 


The Italians, who since the days of the Renaissance had been at 


the mercy of a long series of invaders, -also had put great hopes in 
General Bonaparte. The Emperor Napoleon, however, had grievously 
disappointed them. Instead of the United Italy which the people 
wanted, they had been divided into a number of little principalities, 
duchies, republics and the Papal State. 


The Ogress of Vienna abolished a few Napoleonic republics 
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and ill their place resurrected several old principalities which were 
given to deserving members, both male and female, of tlie Eabslmrg 
i'amily. 


The pooi- Spaniards, who had .started the great nationalistic revolt 


against Napoleon, and who had sacrificed the best blood of the coun- 
try for their king, were punished severely when the Congress allowed 
His Majesty to return to his domain*. This vicious creature, known 
as Ferdinand VII, had spent the last four years of his life a* a pris- 
oner of Napoleon. He had improu-d hi* da\s by knitting garments 
for the statues of his favorite patron saints. He celebrated his return 
by reintroducing the Inquisition and the torture chamber, both of 
•which had been abolished by the Resolution. He was a disgusting 
person, despised as much by his subjects as by his four wives, bur 11. e 
Holy Alliance maintained him upon hi.-, legitimate throne, and all 
efforts of the detent Spaniards to g." i :d of ilii'- curse and ii:ake 
Spain a constitutional kingdom ended in bloodshed and executions 


Portugal had been without a king *iiict the,.year 1X07, when the 


ro\al family had lied to the colonies h Brazil. The country had been 
used as a base of supply for the aimies of Wellington during ilu 
1 


J'eninsnla war, which lasted from l.sil.S until 1S14-. After Ihlii L'crru 
gal continued to be a sort of British provinie until the hou-e of I>ra- 
»anx,a returned to the throne, li-aving one of its mi-mbers- behind in 
Rio de Janeiro as Emperor of Brazil, the only- Amerii tin Empire 
which lasted for more than a few year';, and which nine to an end 
in ls*!( when the country became a tepublic. 


In the cast, nothing was done to miprme the terrible condition-; 


o!' both the Slavs and the Greeks, \\hn were '-till subjects of the 
Sultan.

The Greeks, who since the loss of their independence, two thousand 


years before, had been subjects of the Macedonians the Romans, the 
Venetians and the Turks, had hoped that their countryman. Capo 
d'lMria, a native of Corfu, and together with Czartoryski. the most 
intimate personal friends of Alexander, would do something for them. 
But the Congress of Vienna was not interested in Greeks, but was 
•\er.v much interested in keeping all "legitimate'' monarrhs, Christian, 
Moslem and otherwise, upon their respective thrones. Therefore noth- 
ing 
A\ as done. 
The last, but perhaps the greatest blunder of the Congress was 


the treatment of Germany. The Reformation and the Thirty Year* 
War had not only destroyed the prosperity of the country, but had 
tinned it into a hopeless political rubbish heap, consisting of a couple 
of kingdoms, a few grand duchies, a large number of duchies and hun- 
dreds of mnrgravates, principalities baronies, electorates, free cities 
and free villages ruled by the strangest assortment of potentates 
thai w as e\er seen off the comic opera <4age. Frederick the Great had 
changed this when be created a strong Prussia, but this state had 


DOT survived him by many year'-. 


Napoleon had blue-penciled the demand for independence of most 


of tlie^e little countries, and only fifiy-two out of a Iota! of more 
than three hundred had survived the year 1800. 
During the years 


of the great struggle for independence, many a young soldier had 
dreamed of a new Fatherland that should be strong and united. But 
there can be no union without a stiong leadership, and who was to 
be this leader? 


There were fi\c kingdoms in the German-speaking lands. 
The 


rulers of two of these, Austria and Prussia. were kings by the Grace 
of God. The rulers of tlnee otheix Bavaria, Saxony and Wurtem- 
berg. were kings by the Grace of Napoleon, and as they had been the 
faithful henchmen of the Emperor, their patriotic credit with the 
other Germans W3s therefore net very good. 


The Congress had established ;i new German Confederation, a 


league of thirty-eight sovereign states, under the chaiimanship of the 
King of Austria, who was now known a^ the Emperor of Austria. It 
was the sort of makeshift arrangement which satisfied no one. It is 
true that a German Diet, which met in the old coronation city of 
Fuiiikfoit, had been created to disui^ matters of "'common policy 
and importance." But in this Diet, thirty-eight delegates represented 
thirty -eight different interests, and a- no decision could be taken with- 
out a unanimous vote (a parliamentary rule which had in previous 
centuries ruined the mighty kingdom of Poland), the famous German 
Confederation became very soon the laughing stock of Europe, and 
the politics of the old Empire began to resemble those of our Central 
American neighbors in the forties and the fifties of the last century. 


It was terribly humiliating to the people who had sacrificed every- 


the private feelings of "subjects," and the debate was closed. 


Did anybody object? Most assuredly. As soon as the first feeling 


of hatred against Napoleon had quieted down — as spon as the enthu- 
siasm of the great war had -subsided — as soon as the people came to 
ft £"!! realization of the crime th?t hnd b°*?n c^™™^*^ in fh<? 


felt thar they were called upon to eradicate the adherents of the 
so-called "French ideas'' just as Philip II had only followed the voice 
of his conscience when lie burned Protestaats or hanged Moors. In 
the beginning of the sixteenth century a man who did not belieie in 
the divine right of. the Pope 1o rule his subjects as he saw fit was a 
••heretic," and it was the duty of all loyal citizens to kill him. In 
the beginning of the nineteenth century, on the continent of Europe, 
a man who did'not believe in the divine right of his king to rule him 
as he or hi.s Prime Minister saw fit, was? a "heretic.." and it was the 
duty of all loyal citizens to denounce him to the nearest policeman 
and see that he got punished.

Sr,er.il priests hod been killed, 
and ihe generation thai had learned its rate,-; ;sm from Voltaire and 
Rousseau and the oilier Frem-h ph.!o.sophers }1;id dan<vd around the 
Altar of Reason when ihe Committee oi Public S.'fety had abolished 
Ihe wot-shin of Hod in October of the voar ITfl-'J. The priests bnd fol- 
lowed the "emigres" into their long exile. Now trey returned in the 
wake of the allied armies'. 


Even the Jesuits came b;nk in 1SH and resumed their former 


labors of educating the Doting. Their order had been a liltJe too suc- 
cessful in its fight against the enemies of the church, It had estab- 
lished "provinces" in every part of the world, to teach the natives the 
blessings of Christianity, but soon it had developed into a regular 
irading company which was for ever interfering with the civil author- 
ities. During the reign of the Marquis de Pombal, the great reforming 
minister of Portugal, they had been driven out of the Portuguese 
iands, and in the year 1773. at the request of most of the Catholic 
powers of Europe, the order had been suppressed by Pope Clement 
XIV. 
Now they were back on the job, and preached the principles of 


"obedience" and "love for the legitirutae dynasty"' to children whose 
parents had hired shop windows that they might laugh at Marie 
Antoinette driving to the scali'old which was to end her misery. 
• 
But in the Protestant countries like Prussia, things were not a 


rhit better. The great patriotic leaders of the year 1812, the poets 
and the writers who had preached a holy war upon the usurper, were 
now branded as dangerous :'demagogues.'' Their houses were searched. 
Their letters were read. They were obliged to report to the police at 
regular intervals, and give an account of themselves. The Prussian. 
drill master was let loo«e in all his fury upon the younger generation. 
When a party of students celebrated the tercentenary of the Reforma- 
tion with noisy but harmless festivities on the old Wartburc, the 
Prussian bureaucrats had visions of an imminent revolution. When a 
theological student, more honest than intelligent, killed a Russian 
government spy win 
—5<« operating in Germany, the universities were 


placed tinder-police -supervision and professors were jailed or dismissed 
•\\ithout any form of trial. 


Russia, of course, was even more absurd in these anti i evolution- 


ary activities. Alexander had recovered from his attack of piety. He 
was gradually drifting toward melancholia. He well knew his own 
limited abilities and understood how at Vienna he had been the victim 
both of Metternieh and the Krudener woman. More and more he 
turned his back upon the west, and became a truly Russian ruler 
whose interests lay in Constantinople, the old holy city that had 
been the first teacher of the Slavs. The older he grew, the harder 
he worked and the less he was able to accomplish. And while he sat 
in his study, his ministers turned the whole of Russia into a laud of 
military barracks. 


If is not P pretty picture P^i-hftps T might hnvo MtAvfened this 


description of the Great Reaction. But it is just as well that you 
should have a thorough knowledge of this era. It it as not the first 
time that an attempt had been made to set the clock of history back. 
The result was the usual one.

It will serve no good pmi>ose to say "if only .the Congress of Vienna 


bad done such and such a thing instead_,of taking_such and.such A 


:- 
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course, the historj of Etu-opc in the nineteenth ceulury would have 
been difie'%eivt." The Congress of Vienna was a gathering of men 
who had jn^t passed through a great revolution and through twenty 
years of terrible and almost continuous warfare. They came together 
for the pin pose of ghing Europe that ''peace and stability" which 
they thought that the people needed and wanted. They were what 
we call reactionaries. They sincerely believed in the inability of the 
mass of the people to rule themselves. They rearranged the map of 
Europe in such a \\ay as seemed to promise the greatest possibility 
of a lasting success. They failed, but cot through any premeditated 
.wickedness on their part. They -were, for the greater part, men of 
the old school who remembered the happier days of their quiet youth 
and ardently wished a return of that blessed period. They failed to 
recogni7,e the strong hold which many of the revolutionary principles 
Lad gained upon the people of the European continent. That was a 
misfortune, but hardly a sin. But one of the things which the French 
Revolution had taught not only Europe, but America as well, was 
the right of the people to their own "nationality." 


Uapoleon, who respected nothing and nobody, was utterly ruth- 


less in his dealing with national and patriotic aspirations. But the 
early revolutionary generals had proclaimed the new doctrine that 
''nationality was not a matter of political frontiers or round skulls 
and broad noses, but a matter of the heart and soul." While they 
,were teaching the French children the greatness of the French nation, 
they encouraged Spaniards and Hollanders and Italians to do the 
same thing. Soon these people, who all shared Eousseau's belief in 
the supeiior virtues of Original Man, began to dig into their past, 
and found, buried beneath the ruins of the feudal system, the bones 
of die ini»uiy races 01 wnich they supposed themselves the feeble 
descendants. 


The iirfet half of the nineteenth century was the era of the great 


historical discoveries. Everywhere historians "were busy publishing 
medieval charters and early medieval chronicles and in eve^y country 
the result was a new pride in the old fatheiiand. A great deal of this 
sentiment «as based upon the wrong interpretation of historical facts. 
But in practical politics, it does not mailer what is true, but every- 
thing depends upon what the people believe to be true. And in most 
countrif-s both the kings and their subjects firmly believed in the 
glory and fame of their ancestors. 


The Congress of Vienna was not inclined ts be Sftutimental. Their 


Excellencies divided the map of Europe according to the best interests 
of half a dozen dynasties and put "national aspirations'1 upon the 
Index, or list of foibidden books, together with all other dangerous 
Trench doctrines '' 


But history is no respecter of Congresses. For some reason or 


other (it may be an historical law, which thus far has escaped the 
attention of the scholars) "nations'5 seemed to be necessary for the 
orderly development of human society, and the attempt to stem this 
tide was quite as unsuccessful as the Metternichian effort to prevent 
people fioin thinking. 


Curion'-ly enough, the first trouble began in a very distant part 


of the floild, in South America, The Spanish colonies of that conti- 
nent had been enjoying a period ^f relative independence during the 
many years of the great Napoleonic wars. They had even remained 
faithful to their king -nhen he was taken prisoner by the French 
Empeior, and they had refused to recognize Joseph Bonaparte, who 
had in the jear 1SOS been made King of Spain by order of his brother. 


Indeed, the only part of America to get very much upset by the 


Revolution was the island of Haiti, the Espagnola of Columbus' first 
trip. Hcie in the year 1791 the French Convention, in a sudden out- 
burst of love and human brotherhood, had bestowed upon their black 
brethren all the privileges hitherto enjoyed by their white masters. 
Just as suddenly they had repented of this st^p, but the attempt to 
•undo ihe original promise led to ninny roars of terrible warfare 
between Cencral Leclerc, the brother-in-law of Napoleon, and Tous- 
saint 1'Ouvoitiire, the negro chieftain. In the year 1S01, Tous^aint was 
asked to \isit Leclerc and discuss teims of peace. He received the 
solemn promise that he would not be molested. He trusted his white 
adscisjtilio, was put on board a ship and shortly afterwards died in 
a Frpnrh prison. But the negroes gainpd their independent rll the 
same, and founded a Republic. Incidentally, they were of great help 
to the first great South American patriot in his efforts to deliver his 
native country from the Spanish yoke. 


Simon Oollvar, a native of Caracas, in Venezuela, born in the year 


1783, had been educated in Spain, had visited Paris, where he had 
seen the Revolutionary government at work, had lived for a while in 
the Uuhod States, and had returned to his native land, where the 


ning to take a definite form. In the year 1811, Venezuela declared its 
independence and Bolivar became one of the revolutionary generals. 
.Within two months the rebels were defeated and Bolivar fled. 


For the next five years he was the leader of an apparently lost cause. 


ITc u<ialucvu all Lib wti«mh, dutl he would not have been able to begin 
his final and successful expedition without the support of the Presi- 
dent of Haiti. Thereafter the revolt spread all over South America, 
and soon it appeared that Spain was not able to suppress the rebel- 
lion unaided, She asked for the support of the Holy Alliance. 


This step greatly worried England. The British shippers had sue- 


eeeded-thp Hutch n^ the Common Caraiers.of the •worjd, and,t

expected to reap heavy profits from a declaration of independence on 
the pait of all South America, They had b«pe«s that the United States 
of America would interfere, but the Senate had no such plans, and in 
the House. to<\ there were many voices which declared that Spain 
ought 10 be given a free hand. 


«Tns<. then, there was a change of ministers in England. The Whigs 


went out and the Tories came in. George Canning became secretary of 
State. He dropped a hint that England would gladly back up the 
American government with all the might of her fleet, if said govern- 


*ment would dec'are its disapproval of the plans of the Holy Alliance 


in regard to the rebellious colonies of the southern continent. Presi- 
dent Monroe thereupon, on the 2nd of December of the year 1823, 
addressed Congress and stated tfcat: "America would consider any 
attempt oa tie part of the alliau powers 10 extend their system to 
any portion of this western hemisphere as dangerous to our peace 
and safety," and gave warning that "the American government would 
consider such action on the part of the Holy Alliame as a manife^ta- 
tion of an unfriendly disposition toward the United States." Eour 
weeks later the text of the "Monroe Doctrine'' was printed in the 
English newspapers and the members of the Holy Alliance were 
forced to make their choice. 


Metternich. hesitated. Personally he would have been willing to 


risk the displeasure of the United States (which had allowed botu its 
army and navy to fall into neglect since the end of the Anglo American 
war of the year 1S12). But Canning's threatening attitude and trouble 
on the continent forced him to be careful. The expedition never look 
place, and South America and Mexico gained their independence. 


As for the troubles on the continent of Europe, they were coming 


fast and furious. The Holy Alliance had sent French troops to Spain 
to act as guardians of the peace in the year 1S20. Austrian troops had 
been used for a similar purpose in Italy when the ''Carbonari" (the 
secret socirtv of flic PM^i! ^i!- Ct<=) *< 10 L.Ajjg p..jp^anua for 
a united Italy and had caused a rebellion against the unspeakable 
Ferdinand of Kaples. 


Bad news also came from Russia, where the death of Alexander 


had been the sign for a revolutionary outbreak in St. Petersburg, a 
short but bloody upheaval, the so called Dekalierist revolt (because 
it took place in December), which ended with the hanging of a large 
number of good patriots •who had been distrusted hv fho ronMion nf 
-^w.«v^^v,a. o Hoi. JV-UJLO turn xiau tutu LO give jxussia a constitutional 
form of government. 


But worse was to follow. Metternich had tried to assure himself 


of the continued support of the European courts by a series of confer- 
ences at Aix-la-Chapelle, at Troppau, at Laibach, and finally at Verona. 
Tne delegates from the different powers duly traveled to these agree- 
able watering places, where the Austrian prime minister used to 
spend his summers. They always promised to do their best to sup- 
press revolt, but they were none too certain of their success. The 
spirit of the people was beginning to be ugly, and especially in France 
the position of the king was by no mean? satisfactory.

Yet, in various parts of 
the 


world, including the United States, 
s>uch queer and freakish customs 
are practiced and no one thinks of 
rebelling. 
Time has 
established 


the customs and thev are followed 
as rigidly as we follow our mar- 
riage customs. Many tribes of the 
primitive peoples living today have 
customs that seem barbaric to us, 
but to them they ai e as natural as 
In ing. 


la*- crow limiting, muife in fc^i- 


ern Montana, have a social organ- 
ization all their own 
That is, al- 


though their customs are practiced 
"by other Indian tribes elsewhere, 
they are not followed by any of 
the civilized races of today. 


For instance, the Crows v. ere 


divided into 
two 
laige groups. 


Those In ing in the vicinity of the 
Yellowstone river weie called Rner 
Crows, while those inhabiting the 
region of the Bic,hoi n mountains 
were called Mountain Crows. Each 
of these tribes were divided into 
3 S clans, or sibs, at, the anthro- 
pologist terms them. And eacn sib 
was exogamous. That is, no man 
01 woman could marry anv person 
who was a member of the .same 
sib. He or she weie compelled to 
jr.arry someone from another sib, 
or clan. 
Another peculiar thing 


about these sibs was that they were 
liiio\\n as mother •=]..>. 
T'ljt is, 


descent through the mother. 


All of the childien took the 


name of their mother's sib. The 
father, of course, under their rule 
of exogxmy, was a member of an- 
other sib. To illustrate the Crow- 
sib let us suppose that all of the 
Smiths, Browns, Jones and "Whites 
in the United States were united 
info F'bs 
Then ro ^mUh couM 


marry another person \>\ the same 
name-—he would hd\e to marry a 
woman out of the Biown, White 
or Jones sib. But. supposing he 
married a woman from the Brown 
fcib, then their children would not 
be called Smith, but Biown. Fur- 
thermore, they would remain mem- 
bers of the Brown sib to the day 
of their death. 
However, Smith 


w ould not take his wife's name of 
Brown, but would retain his own. 


The Omaha Indians of Nebraska 


had their tribe orgaimed into sibs 
similar to the Ciows, but they had 
lather sibs. That is, the children 
all took the name of their father's 
sib 


Another pecuhai custom which 


the Crows had wa.s that of the 
sororate. 
This was 
the custom 
that when a man married the eld- 
est girl in a family he was also ex- 
pected to marrv her j ounger sis- 
terh when they became of mar- 
riageable age. Thus a Crow might 
be brother-in-law and husband to 
several sisters at one and the same 
time.

As the Crows did not look upon 


marriage as a sacred institution, 
unions were rather easily dissolved. 
Usually, however, the consent of 
both parties was necessaiy. How- 
e\ er, the Crows did not treat their 
women badly. A mo-i had a light 
to beat his wife, but if he beat her 


too often the other members of 
the sib would defend the woman 
arc! ridicule the husband. 


And the Indians had their secret 


01 gamzations just as we have them 
today. The two most important se- 
cret societies of the Crows were the 
Lumpwood and the Fox. The mem- 
bers of these tw o societies were 
nvals in lo\e as well as war. Each 
tocieiy endeavuied to be the first 
to strike a blow at the enemy in 
the spring. 
The one that suc- 


ceeded then sang derisive songs 
about the rnai organization, and, 
according to the iule«, the losers 
could not sing their favorite songs, 
but were compelled to sing tha 
songs of then rivals-. 


Further, if a Lampwood married 


a woman who had had a lo\e af- 
i.ur nun a fox bc-foie her mar- 
nage, the Fox could kidnap her 
without fear of interference, and, 
alter keeping her captive for sev- 
eral weeks, could turn her loose. 
The husband could not take her 
back, according to the lulos of tha 
societies, but must look elsewhere

Dr. Holmes says that "a general 
system of bonuses is pernicious." 
Any kind of a system of bonuses 
is pernicious, unless it is based on" 
common sense. The campus, under 
a bonus, might not produce such 
a swarm of children as the slum, 
but there is no reason to believe 
that those it did produce would be 
a more valuable addition to the 
country than the product of the 
elum. 
An educated weakling is 


often as great a nuisance and men- 
ace as an uneducated weakling. 


The ideal plan would not be one 


of bonuses for a special class, but 
justice for all classes of mothers 
and 
fathers. 
If the university 


ri.olner needs relaxation, beauty 
and social contact to enable her to 
give her best to her husband and 
children, then all mothers need 
these 
things. If the university 


chili needs higher education and 
broader experience to make him of 
value to the country, then all chil- 
dre<i need these things. 
But, if the taxpayers of this 


country are going to pay for some- 
thing, they should know what they 
are paying for, and they should be 
able to impose some restrictions oil 
the product. We do need fine citi- 
zen1;—we need them more than 
anything 
else. We 
need 
good 


homes—not only on the campus, 
"but in the meanest alley of the 
town. And we should be willing to 
pay for these things.

templation or discussion of MAR-

Society has paid a tragic 


price for such false modesty. The 
following letter is a brave, fine at- 
tempt to analyze a situation that 
is far too often abominable. If you 
object to such attempts let me as- 
sure you that no less an authority 
than Mr. Bernard Shaw in his 
preface to "Getting Married" has 
handled this same" matfer with 
even more brutal frankness:

plication only put^ into practice by 
a very, very few, i am of the opin- 
ion that birth control will simply 
mean greater license and therefore 
tend to break down the moral fiber, 
which is considerably stretched as 
it is.

I fancy 
you do sympathize with'many of 
these cases, but ao not deem it wise 
to show it always; that you are 
trying to arouse these spineless, 
emotional ones, especially women 
(and how they do need it) into 
some kind of a resemblance to ra- 
tional beings, 


"I would claim no more for 


women in general, and mothers in 
particular, than is their right, but 
tell me at what period of the 
world's history have they ever re- 
ceived due consideration? 
Soma 


few cases in the history of nations 
appear, but they are an exception. 
The general idea seems to have 
been something like that which 
prevailed during an early period 
of one portion of Europe that 'one 
male slave was equal in value to 
seven* female slaves-or twenty-one 
horned cattle.' Such opinions and 
others similar thereto ha^e been 
responsible for the 'governing' and 
'control' of womenkind in the past, 
and are 
largely responsible for 


conditions as they prevail, today. 
Women are awake at last, and are 
not only demanding, but are tak- 
ing their liberty with a freedom the 
desire for which has been born of 
hundreds of years of suppression. 
But woman, untrained as to reason 
(am not saying she lacks the abil- 
ity to reason—far from it) are mis- 
taking license for liberty, so for a 
while confusion is inevitable, but 
when this period of a generation 
or so has passed, a different sort 
of female person will appear on 
the scene, one truly fitting herself 
to be 'clothed with the Sun.'

I am about to write a .series of 


articles on "How to Build a Simple 
Radio Set." Although I am . far 
from being an expert at the jsadio 
game I have had some experience 
at making radio sets which I will 
now put at the disposal of the 
reader. 
Installment No. 1—The Cabinet- 
First the builder must buy or 


otherwise procure a piece of wood 
6 inches by 21 inches and % inch 
thick, 
Now cut tiie board as in 


figure 2. As I should htve said 
before the board should be of oak 
or pine or redwood, according to 
the builder's pocket-book. 
After 


the board has been cut, the pieces 
should be planed and sandpapered 
and assembled as in figure one, 
being fastened together with wire 
brads about % inches long. Get a 
-can of black enamel and give the 
whrie two or more coats of it. 


The second installment in the 


serie-i of six is "The Panel. 


Installment 2-—The Panel. - 
First, the builder must piocure 


a panel o bakelite, hird rubber, 
formica or even oaK. If th . panel 
is oak it should be stained.

J/4 inch thick, 3 


inches wide, and 6 inches long

Installment 3—The Parts to Buy. 
The builder must get the follow- 


ing articles: 


(1) lac worth of No. 30 S. C, C- 
wire. 


(2) A detector cup with set 


screw. 


(3) lOc worth of tested silicon. 
(3) A cardboard tube SVL inches 


In diameter and 2% inches high. 


(5) 5 binding posts (3 
'phona 


and 2 plain). 
" 


(6) 6 inches of phosphor-bronze 


wire. 


(7) Four wood screws % inch 


long. 


(8) One rotary switch. 
(9) S taps (switch points). 
(10) A small 'phone condenser 


(.001 microfarads, capacity). 


It is understood that the builder 


has already aerial, 'phones and 
g -ound. 


Next installment—"TTinding the 


Coil." 
How to Build a Simple Radio Set. 
Installment 4—"Winding the Coil. 


Take your card board tube and 


punch tM'o holes in it, one % inch 
from the edge and the other % 
inch from the edge as in figure 5. 
Now pull the end of t ; wire in 
from the outside about 6 inches 
thru the hole *£ inch 
from the 


edge, 
then 
repeat the process. 


Mark off eight % inch spaces from 
the % inch hole going toward the 
other edge. Now start to wind on 
the wire, keeping the turns tight 
and close together. When the first 
li inch mark is reached, take off 
a tap as in figure 5. Keep this up, 
taking a tap oft at every 3,i inch 
mark until the last, or 8th one is 
reached. Punch two holes as you 
did when you started and draw the 
wire through. When taking off a 
tap, pull the wire 
out 
about 6 


inches before you twist it. Now 
give the whole two or more coats 
of shellac and set to dry.

Now the builder must put the 


parts in their proper places. Fig- 
ure 6 tells you how. 
Do not try 


to connect up the coil yet. The 
catwhisker, as it comes i: a straight 
piece, should be coiled around a 
pencil or pen-holder and stretched 
so that it's point comes on the exact 
center of the crystal, (see fig. 6. 
cont.) The parts are now ready to 
be connected up to the rest of the 
set, but do not connect it up yet.

one in theatrical circles.

ity which Sherlock Holmes had 
already attained among the read- 
ing public. His was a fascinat- 
ing character, and his name had 
already become almost a house- 
hold word.

Gillette. 
The play was received with 


tremendous enthusiasm by critics 
ana public alike.

seldom makes a great author, so the Fascisti leader will find 
that governing is quite different from criticising. 


Mussolini's chief opponents, if he insists on retaining power 


for long, will be the Fascisti themselves. 
This great body of 


young men, bent on sweeping aside all old political methods 
and re-awakening Italy, will discover that Mussolini is held 
the prisoner of the- bureaucratic red tape just as much as any 
former premier. 


The present government is only transition and doomed to 


be overthrown by the Fascisli membership themselves, who by 
that time may be allied with the Socialists. 


This is, of course, an apparent paradox, but the Fascisti, 


contrary to the common belief, are. not reactionary theorists, 
but merely enthusiastic, poetical young men bent on breaking 
through a maze of hampering traditions into a brighter and 
more beautiful form of society.

At a recent meeting of the amateur radio operators of Cali- 


fornia, or "Hams," as they are known on the air, it was agreed 
to suspend all telegraphing between the hours of 8 and 10 p. m. 
daily, providing the radio broadcasting stations suspended broad- 
casting between 7 and 7:30 and after 10 p. in. 


This was not only to tbe advantage of the "Hams" but the 


broadcasting stations as well, as it provided a half-hour recess 
for both, or a listening in period; it gave the broadcasting sta-
